CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-7 are presented. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-7 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph ~ as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

One cannot tell whether claims 2-7 were intended to incorporate the limitations 
recited in claim 1. 

Furthermore, the claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and 
functional or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device 
must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and 
correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) 
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must be in one sentence form only. Applicant is advised to look at claims of US 
patents. The website of USPTO provides US patents. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Krapf 
( http://www.bcr.com/bcrmaa/1999/07/p36.php ). 

Regarding claim 1 , Krapf teaches "Virtual Space formed by construction of an 
electronic enclosure produces utility as a natural product resulting in an Electronic 
Facilitation Venue (virtual private networks, which gives such electronic enclosure - 
private and secure, and such electronic facilitation venue - networks providing 
convenience to users). 

Regarding claims 2-7, these claims recite the functional language indicating 
productivity and efficiency. These recitations are noted (especially productivity and 
efficiency) in Krapf. See particularly, the second and the fourth paragraph of Krapf. 



Conclusion 
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The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The art disclosed general background.
